Crash kills Corunna couple 


By JANE KEMPF 

CORUNNA — A Corunna 
Town Board member and his 
wife are dead and three young 
men are critically injured as the 
result of a two-car wreck on 
U.S. 6 in Corunna at 6:05 p.m. 
Thursday. 

Dead are M. Ear] Johnson, 78, 
andhis wife Bernice V., 78, both 
of Route 1, Corunna. 

Both were killed instantly. 
Mr. Johnson was_ crushed 
behind the steering wheel of his 
car and his wife was thrown 
from their automobile and 
dragged 184 feet under the other 
car, driven by Jack Gambill, 21, 
432 N. Wood St., Kendallville. 

Gambill suffered a severely 
broken jaw, a broken neck, a 
dislocated hip, a broken right 
foot and_ possible internal 


injuries. His passenger, Gary 
Hamilton, 18, 228 Riley St., 
Kendallville, has probable 
internal injuries, a broken left 
leg and broken right knee cap. 
Another passenger, David 
Dunn, 15, Route 1, Albion, has a 
severe concussion, cut fore- 
head, a broken thigh bone and 
multiple other injuries. 

Gambill and Dunn were taken 
to DeKalb Memorial Hospital in 
Graffis’ ambulance. They were 
given intravenous treatment 
and transferred immediately to 
St. Joseph Hospital, Fort 
Wayne, where two teams of 
seven emergency’ medical 
technicians gave them immedi- 
ate treatment. 

Hamilton, the only person 
involved in the accident to 
remain conscious, was given 
intravenous treatment at the 
scene and went directly to St. 
Joe Hospital in Gerig’s ambu- 
lance with .a_ physician in 
attendance. 

St. Joe hospital authorities 
report all three are in the 
hospital’s intensive care unit 
and are in ‘‘serious” condition 


today. 

Sheriff John Graham and 
Deputies Larry Metcalf and 
Larry Myers said Mr. Johnson 
was turning into the driveway of 
his home on the south side of 
U.S. 6 from the westbound lane. 
Gambill, police said, was east- 
bound at an apparent high rate 
of speed. The right front of 
Gambill’s car slammed into the 
front of Mr. Johnson’s auto. 


The impact drove both auto- 
mobiles 184 feet east and the 
cars stopped facing east, Mr. 
Johnson’s auto in the westbound 
lane and Gambill’s in the east- 
bound lane. 


Auburn Evening Star sports 
writer, TJ Hemlinger and his 
wife Margie were following 
Johnson’s car when the acci; 
dent happened. Hemlinger 
stopped and ran to Johnson’s 
auto, but could not get the door 
open. He saw flames coming 
from the engine of Gambill’s 
car and ran tohelp another man 
get the occupants from the 
burning automobile. 

When the three injured young 
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men were out of the car, 
Hemlinger went to a neighbor’s 
home and carried water in a 
bucket to douse the fire. Garrett 
and Corunna firemen were 
called to the scene, but the fire 
was out when they arrived. 
Firemen snipped battery wires 
in the Johnson car when they 
observed smoke coming from 
the hood. 


Mr. Johnson’s 1969 auto and 


Gambill’s 1970 auto were totally. 


demolished. Each was valued at 
$2,000. Police said charges are 
pending in the accident.

Daniel Thomas, the oldest resident 
of DeKalb county, died early Sunday 
morning at the home of his. son, 
Milo J. Thomas at Corunna, after a 
short illness. He was 94 years of 


, age. 


With the passing of Mr. Thomas 
the early development of DeKalb 
county is recalled. Strong men and 
hardy pioneers hewed their homes 
out of. the trackless forests or put 
under cultivation the wide prairies 
and reared their families in rude do- 
miciles where they struggled against 
privation and want. 

Mr. Thomas was born in Stark 
county, Ohio, October 30, 1831, and 
was a son of David and Anna Thom- 
as. The father, who died at the age 
of 100 years and 9 months was a 
native of Pennsylvania and his mo- 
ther was born in Switzerland. They 
migrated from Stark county and 
settled in Richland township in De- 
Kalb county in 1849 where they fol- 
lowed farming. 

The deceased received his educa- 
tion in the district schools of De- 
Kalb county and was reared to the 
life of a farmer which vocation he 
followed with success until 1892 
when he moved to Corunna. 

Mr. Thomas was thrice 
first on October 14, 1858, to Eliza- 
beth Rectenwalt, the daughter of 
Jacob and Anna (Koontz) Recten- 
walt, both of whom were natives of 
germany, but who on their emigra- 
tion to America located first in Ohio, 
and latter came to DeKalb county, 
of which they were early and pro- 
minent settlers.
